mndas it should have been. The charging, how- 
ever, of Mr. Bryan with the responsibility of such a 
movement is as unjust as it is untrue. He disfav- 
ored it from the start, and so expressed himself in 
a letter to the ostensible leader, a Mr. Groot, who 
was unquestionably a hireling, or at least a tool of 
Haana in his feeble attempt to divide the Dem- 
ocratic party in that State. While Mr. Bryan was 
dissatisfied with the omission to endorse the last 
national platform, he has always urged his friends 
to support the regular ticket instead of nominating 
an opposition one in the interest of Hanna and the 
Republican party. 


It was Mr. Bryan's dissent which burst the bolt- 


ing bubble and reduced the total attendance to the 
insignificant number of thirty at the so-called con- 
vention at Columbus. If it had received his en- 
couragement and approval, the membership would 
have been sufficiently large to entitle it to recogni- 
tion as a party organization^ and to have made 
serious inroads upon the party vote in the State. 
Aa it turned out, it amouuted to nothing and the 
little affair will be forgotten before the November 
election, 
-or this Mr. Bryan is entitled to praise 


instead of censure. 


It la creditable to Mr. Bryan that he is a stickler 


for principle, although he sometimes differs Irom 
his friends who believe that bis enthusiasm for a 
single article of the creed is apt to carry him be- 
yond the limit of usefulness for the maintenance of 
tne body of the faith. This being the case, it is 
quite probable that his first utterances had an un- 
favorable effect among some of his ardent admirers 
in Ohio and caused an appearance of greater dis- 
sension than actually existed. But whatever harm 
was done at that time was more than offset by his 
subsequent advice and admonitions. 


While Mr. Bryan is not infallible and is liable to 


ndatakc aa other men, no intelligent person can fail 
to nqCBjalae the fact that*: he possesses more in- 
fluence among the rank and file of the Democratic 
party than any other ten or -twenty men in the 
country, and that any attempt to ignore or belittle 
him is a direct blow at the success of die party at 
*he next presidential election, while abuse of him 
can tend to nothing except widening the breach 
which he evidently desire > to dose. As an again 
candidate he is doubtless unavailable, but as a lead- 
ing counsellor in the party he is indispensible, and 
the more generally that fact is recognized the 
greater the chances for harmonious unity of the 
Democracy of the nation.

Record-Hefald, about a week ago, the total 


cost oftte steel strike up to that time wi* $6,«6o,- 
ooo, Of this $3,060,000 is credited to Ae" tn»gj« 
and $9,700,000 to the striker*.
